O and comprises first and second joint p*)riions ( 1 1, 12) capable of being manipulated relative to one another to mimic the action of a 
^ skeletal joint. Tlic first joint portion (1 1) is dctachably secured to one end of an elongate first shalit portion (2> lo enable repiacemeni 
O of the first joint portion ( 1 1 ). Furthermore an adjustable holding mechanism (5) is provided for holding a part of the first shaft portion 
O C' l remotely of said one end in a required posiiion such ih»i the first joint portion ( 1 !.) is al the correct anatomical orientation for the 

purposes of the required suigical orthopaedic procedure. The holding mechanism (5 ) comprises an adjustable bail and socket joint 
Q and a locking mechanism for lockint! the ball and socket Joint when the first shaft portion (2) is in the required position. In addition 
!^ a foot plate (6) is provided for holding the second joint ixjriion, and the second shaft portion (3) to which it is dctachably connected,

Orthopaedic demonstration aid comprising two facsimile joint 
portions, one of which is secured by a shafts said shaft 
further featuring a detachable connector which can RESIST 
AXIAL ROTATION of the first joint relative to the shaft

Orthopaedic demonstration aid comprising at least one 
facsimile joint portion which is secured to a shaft portion, 
further featuring facsimile ligament means connected to the 
joint portion, the shaft further featuring QUICK RELEASE 
MEANS to allow the joint portion and the ligament means to 
be detached from the shaft
